The decision to risk the lives of his 


human freight was made In the frac 
tlon of a second because tnc trained 
eye of the railroad man recognized In 
the awkward swing of a lantern tho 
•work of a novice. Almost before the 
engineer had reached his conclusion 
tho throttle was pulled wide open and 
tho train sped liy 1'lumlit'r'n ledge, In 
lonely ppot a mile north of \Vhltlns 
Station on the New York. New Haven 
& Hartford railroad. 


Disobeys Orders. 


Four cars full of passeneers uncon- 


scious of peril met and avoided were 
landed safely In Providence, and the 
engineer, who had assumed an awful 
responsibility, repaired to the olllce of 
Superintendent A. It. Whaley to re- 
port that he had matched Ins judgment 
against the orders of the road, and 
won. 


That there was a deliberate attempt 


by ten men to hold up the train, there 
Is little doubt. 
The matter was sup- 


pressed until midnight, when Deputy 
Sheriff Bacon was called into the case 
by Superintendent Whaley. and, fully 
armed, took his place by the side of 
the engineer and accompanied tin-train 
from Worcester to Providence. .Mean- 
time the police ofllclals are scouring 
this section of the state In an effort 
to locate the gang described by tho 
engineer. 


Englneman Scents Danger. 


The boat train drew out. of Worces- 


ter at 6:10 o'clock p. m.. and was due 
In Providence at 7:2~. o'clock. It had 
reached a point within an eighth of a 
mile of Plummer's ledge, where En- 
gineer Boss saw a green signal light, 
indicating a clear track. Suddenly the 
light changed to red and the engineer 
closed tho throttle and set the air 
brakes. As he did so a lantern was 
swung across the track, but not In tho 
easy manner acquired by experienced 
trainmen, and It Hashed across Boss' 
mind that the man who gave the sig- 
nal was not stopping the train for any 
good purpose. For a second he hesi- 
tated, balancing In -his 
mind 
tho 


chances of wrecking his train If ho 
•went on and the probability of Its 
passengers being robbed and perhaps 
killed If he brought It to a standstill. 
As far as he cou'd see an unobstruct- 
ed track lay before him. 


Rushes by Robbers. 


Another second and his mind wan 


made up and he rushed the train past 
the danger signal. Ix-anlng out of his 
cab. Engineer Boss saw the man with 
the lantern jump from the track, two 
other men standing on 
the 
ladder 


holding the stationary light and tam- 
pering with the signal, while seven 
other men were lined up along tho 
road bed. 


Immediately

dence he reported the matter to Su- 
perintendent Whuley. who at 
onco 


started an Investigation of nil the cir- 
cumstances, and later gave 
Deputy 


Sheriff Bacon charge of the cose. 
• The boat train Is followed a few

Etln. and It Is thought that the at- 


tempt was perhaps directed at the lat- 
ter, which was confused with the boat 
rain.

T. Ferguson of the Ferguson Construc- 
tion company of ilttsburg was Mlled 
nstantly, and his bookkeeper. Charles , 
I* Martin, 3d years old, of Cincinnati, 
ivas Injured fatally by an explosion of 
lynai. Ite placed In tho road by two 
men ..>r tho purpose of robbery. 


Tho crime was committed in broad 


layllght. the dynamite being explod- 
ed by an electric battery. 
Mrs. Fer- 


guson, widow of the contractor. Is In 
a serious condition as a .result of tho 
tragedy. 


The robbers secured about $3,fiOO. 
The murder and robbery took place 


near the village of West Middlutown, 
Ifteon miles from here. 
Two sus- 


rncts are under arrest In the camp of 
he construction company, but farmem 
icliuvc they have one of them at bay 
n an abandoned coal mine about a 
nlle and a half northeast of West 
Mlddletown. 


Use Electric Battery. 


The scene of the crime' Is a ravine 
* 


flanked on ono side by a clump of 
small trees and on the other by a 
sloping Held. 
The dynamite In the 


middle of the roud was connected by 
means of a small Insulated copper 
wire to a battery In tho trees. 


Ferguson and Martin camo to Wash- 


Ing* n en route to camp to pay their 
mo 
They placed the money, $3,000, 


In 
-go satchel, which they lodged 


flrmL 
olween them In tho front of a 


buggy drawn by two horses. 
Both 


men were armud. 


Evidently as the vehicle containing 


(Kcrgiison and Martin stopped on a 
small culvert the highwaymen pushed 
tho button and tho explosive was set 
off, the money wan taken, and the rob- 
bers escaped. 


Wait for Victims. 


The work of the men evidently waa 


• well planned and carried out carefully. 
A score of sticks of dynamlto must 
havo been Imbedded beneath tho cul- 
vert. 
Leading from the dynamlto dl- 


roctly In tho center of tho highway 
was sixty feet of line copper wlro care- 
fully Insulated. This wire connected 
with the battery found In tho trees. 
Just prior to the approach of Ferguson 
and Martin several vehicles had passed 
over the dynamite, but the occupants 
were not molested. 


Besides the battery In tho bushes 


was a double .barrel shotgun, loaded. 


Two Are Arrested, 


Two men who had been employed 


at the camp at various times and dis- 
charged repeatedly camo Into camp 
and were arrested by Camp Boss Isaac 
Smith. 
Smith believes ho has tha 


guilty men, but will not divulge their 
names until they are turned over to 
tho proper authorities. 
For fear of 


lynching Smith will keep big prisoners . 
heavily guarded. 


In an abandoned coal mlno on tho 


farm of John Patterson, about a quar- 
ter of a mile from tho sceno ot tho 
killing, fresh foot tracks woro dis- 
covered leading Into the mlno, and the 
farmers believe they havo ono o£ tha 
men located Inside.

TEMPLES 


Returning Warriors Donated Money 


for the Use of Worship 


to the Gods. 


This week's lot tor from the pen of 
Ilev. Dr. 
I.andcll 
takes 
up tho 


Graoco Persian period 
of ancient 


history 
and describes tho exacting 


of the Tenth as recorded by the an- 
cient historians. The letter follows: 


"We now come to the period of tho 


Graeca Persian wars. 
In the early 
years of which nourished Horodotcs, 
"the father of history". 
He travel- 
loJ widely, and relates tho customs 
of many nations. 
Of the Phoclans 


ho records, that after their victory 
over the Thessallans, 'when all the 
booty had been brought together, a 
tenth of tho whole was set apa-t for 
tho Delphian god; and 
hence was 


made the golden tripod which stands 
on tho bronze serpent 
with three 


neads. quite close to the altar. Por- 
tions wore also set apart for the god 


. of Olympla. and of the 
Isthmus; 


from which were made. In the ono 
case, a bronze Jupiter 
ten 
cubits 


high; and In tho 
other, 
a bronze 


Neptne of seven cubits," etc. 


Herodotus Opinion. 
The same writer tells of 
a small 


people on tho Island of Samos. In 
the Aegean sea, one of whose ships, 
on her return voyage made 
an un- 


usually largo 
profit; 
whereupon, 


"from tho tenth part of their gains 
(estimated In all, .at from 
.U II.01)0 


to £15,00.) amounting to six talents 
(say £MOO) 
the S.imlans made a 


brazen vessel. In shape like nn Ar- 
glve wine-bowl, a.lorned 
with the 


heads of grlfllns 
standing out In 


high relief. 
This bowl; 
supported 


by three kneeling colossal 
llgures 


In bronze, of 
the height 
of seven 


cubits, was placed as an offering In 
tho temple of Juno at Samos. 


' Women of Thracla. 
Another case Is related by Iloro.l- 


otus of a woman of Thracla, a harlot 
named Ithodcpls. who sent a tenth 
of her gains. In the form of spits for 
the sacrlfles (or as Dr. Rouse 
sug- 
gests. Iron bars or metal rods which 
once passed current as money), to 
the temple of Apollo at Delphi. That 
this was not unusual seems to be In- 
dicated by another case of a woman 
of the same class, 
who 
In an old 


Greek poem, vowed to offer the tenth 
of all her gain to Venus. Yet anoth- 
er Instance of tithe-giving from Her- 
odotus, Is that of the Slphnlons. who. 
on their Island In the 
Egean. had 


gold an.l sliver mines, from 
which 


out of the tithe of their gains, they 
equipped a treasury at Delphi equal 
to the richest there. 
It Is worthy 


of note, that the Oreek geographer 
Pausanlas. who flourished In 
the 


latter half of tho 
second century, 


A. D.. and who saw 
the 
Slphnlan 


treasury, tells us that the sea had 
submerged the mines because the Is- 
landers had ceased their tithe. 


Xenophon. 


Still more remarkable, 
however, 


•was 
the 
religious mlndedness 
of 


Xexophon. and his ten thousand re- 
treating Greei{<<, who, as related In 
tho Anabasis, reserved a tenth 
of 


tho money 
they got 
upon 
their 


march by the sale of 
captives, and 


•who, by the hands of their captains, 
consecrated tho tithe to Apollo, and 
to Diana. With tho portion designed 
for Diana, Xenophon afterwards pur- 
chased some land on tho road from 
Lacedaemon to Olympla. 
Ho built 
also, with the consecrated 
money, 


an altar and a templo, and continued 
afterwards to make a sacrifice every 
year, always receiving tenth of 
the 


produce from the 
land. Also tho 


people of the town and neighborhood 
took part In the festival, 
and were 


foasteJ. And near the temple stood 
a pillar, bearing this Inscription: 


Sacred to Diana. 
"This ground Is sacred to 
Diana. 


He that possesses and 
reaps1 the 


fruit of It Is to offer every year tho 
tenth of Its produce. 
and to keep 


tho templo In repair from tho residue 
If anyone falls to perform these con- 
ditions, tho goddess will take notice 
of his neglect." 
'So 
hero 
was a 


templo endowned with tithes, for tho 
benefit of priests, and of people, and 


with -Twelfth Night" a week or ten 
days sifter tho second reading. Mr.

ninniiHcrlpt, or memorandum during 
his eiitertnlniiiuntB.
